ine treasurer as “informing 
the president and the Board 
of Directors upon the finan- 
cial standing of the ASSsc, 
upon the feasibility of carry- 
ing out centempiated pro- 
grams, and on possiole ways 
vl increasing the services of 
Student government as econ- 
omicaily as possible.”

diametrically opposed Con- 
nerly’s position that “we (Stu- 
dent Council) should have the 
right to tell him this is the 
way you should vote, and he 
should vote accordingly.” 

When a majority of the 
Council then voted to reaffirm 
Merritt's position as a stu- 
dent representative to the 
Hornet Foundation, the strain 
of comparative silence began 
to show as Connerly tersely 
stated “Don’t forget the Presi- 
dent's approval is necessary 
in these cases, and I do not 
approve.” 

Testing Proposed 

Connerly supmitted a pro- 
posal recommending that all 
candidates fer ASSSC offices 
be tested concerning their 
knowledge of student govern- 
ment. He pointed out that the 
questions would be easily an- 
swered by a reading of the 
ASSSC By-Laws and attend- 
ing seminars on student gov- 
ernment. 

The resolution, which  re- 
quired a two-thirds vote of 
the entire assembly in order 
to be submitted to the stu- 
dent body as a constitutional 
change, was followed by var- 
ious arguments as to whether 
or not a search in this way 
for well-informed candidates 
is “fair under a democratic 
system.” 


In the midst of the discus- 





sion education representa- 
tive Vicki Vance and men’s 
representative Dennis Beale 
picked up their books 1 
left the meeting, taking e 
two-thirds vote necessary for 
approval with them. At this 
point Connerly’s reserve

snapped as he terminated the 
meeting, leaving secretary- 
treasurer John McConnell 
vainly protesting a flagrant 
disregard for Robert's Rules 
of Order which calls for a 
vote of the group before ad- 
journment.

model by Else and the admin- 
istration, he began his task 
with the help of his wife and 
two daughters. With his 
home-made polisher going day 
and night, it took almost 500 
hours to complete the phase 
of polishing the stones. 

The rocks, some ot which 
are semi-precious, were col- 
lected over a period of 15 
years by Heim. Made of 
partially tumbled rock and 
broken rock, the mosaic was 
completed after another 150 
hours of setting the rocks in 
their plywood base. 

Two weeks ago the finished 
product was hung—to Heim a 
challenge met. With its com- 
pletion, Heim, whose favorite 
subject is painting, may go on 
to a bigger mosaic undertak- 


ing. Still in the tentative 
stage, the next one is planned 
fer the second floor of the 
Library. 
Injured in Auto 
In August of 1959 Heim 
was seriously injured in a 


driving accident and complete- 
ly paralyzed. 

He was in a rehabilitation 
center for nine months and 
doctors said he would be bed- 
ridden the rest of his life. 
They also said he would never 
sit for more than three hours 
aday. He now sometimes sits 
ur to 15 hours. They said 
he would never be able to 
crive, but with the use of 


Heim, wko is paralyzed 
from the waist down, com- 
pleted his BA degree here 
last year and is now working 
on his Masters.
